HOUKSTRAD, Pa., July Iii —A mounted 


mlutr rode into town, yesterday after- 
noon, from HLx Mile ferry, and reported 
thut 4,000 miners from tho Allegheny 
valley were gathering and Intend to 
come here to aid thu strikers. Thu man 
reported tlmt 3,000 were armud with 
Hprlngfleld rillns, and that they wore 
coming here to tight the militia or any 
other body of men that attempted to 
down the Homustead men. He said 
that tho mlncrB believed that If the 
mill mou hare are crushed into submis- 
sion U would be a severe blow to all 
organized lulwtr, men and the miners 
arc willing to go to any extreme to us- 
riat the Homefitead ineu. 


The story was not fully credited here 


for although it is known that the 
miners are in sympathy with Carnegie's 
men, it is not believed that they could 
assemble and arm 3,500 men without 
it leaking out. 


The muasengcr returned to thp men 


whom he represented with a reply Bald 
to bo an acceptance of the offor of the 
minors, but tho exact nature of the re- 
ply eouhl not be learned. 
The Departure of Troops from Philadel- 
phia. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 12.—Tho scene 


around the Pennsylvania railroad sta- 
tion at Thirty-second and Main streets 
yesterday, reminded many of the stir- 
ring sights In the sixties. Great crowds 
witnessed tho departure of tho soldiers, 
and cheei after cheer was sent up as 
the trains left the depot

are forty carloads of troops at Porti 
Perry, a couple of miles up the river, 
and the others assembling at Bluirs- 
ville, intersection. Two carloads of 
guns and ammunition are at Brinton, 
and the fir.st division la under arms at 
Mount Oreiitna. There la some com- 
ment here upon the fact that the troops 
from the eastern part of tho state

away and tho troops coming here are 
from the western part of the state, and 
many of them from towns so near hero 
that the militiamen are friends of tho 
utriUers.

panted by the gravity of the situation. 
Perfect order is counseled, and all sa- 
loons nro ordered closed until further 
notice. 
To Receive tho Troops With Open Arms. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa , July 12.—At the 


mush meeting of the strikers yesterday 
afternoon it was derided unanimously 
to receive the national guard with open 
arms

HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 12.—The mass 


meeting of the lockedout workinffmen, 
held at the Homestead rink yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of consider* 
Ing the reception of the militia, effected 
a remarkable change In tho condition 
of popular feeling. Those who were 
radical In their utterui.ces against the 
coming of the National Guard stood in 
their places and cheered when It, was 
decided to receive ths military with 
open arms. All the speeches were con- 
ciliatory in their tone and an era of 
law and order found its inception. 


Evory seat in the spacious rink build- 


Ing was filled and many persons were 
obliged to stand. About 000 were pres- 
ent. Hugh O'Donnell, of the advisory 
committee of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation, called the meeting to order and 
Invited members of the advisory com- 
mittee and the newspaper men to seats 
on the stage. Referring to the news- 
paper representatives In Homestead, ho 
said they wore the people who were 
•with the lockedout men and had won. 
for them the sympathy of the entire 
people of the United States. 


Tho cheers that followed this an- 


nouncement sounded strange in the 
ears of the men who had despite tho 
efforts of the advisory committee, suf« 
fercd indignities at the hands of some 
of those who joined in the cheering. 


Mr. O'Donnoll called on Burgess Mc- 


Luckie to preside. The burgess spoke 
words, of sound advice, and his words 
seemed almost inspired In their fervent 
utterance. "We are a little anxious 
about the reception of our friends, tho 
militiu," he said. "Some think their 
coining bodes danger. They are not 
danger OUR Hl) iOny as the dignity and 
honor of the state is not Insulted. We 
must arrange for their cordial recep- 
tion. Every man, woman and child 
should receive them with open arms. 
In the interest of humanity I think wo 
should do this." 


Eulogistic reference to Oov. Pattison 


brought forth cheers 
"This man Pat- 


tison is acting quietly and rig-htly," 
paid the burg-ess. "He understands our 
position. He does not cater to monopo- 
lies, I say Robert Pattison will not 
permit insults to the people of Home- 
stead and surrounding country." 


Great applause followed. The bur- 


gess said the Vinkertons were concen- 
trating tholr forces, and he rcall/.ed 
that when their hh elinff hordes struck 
the shores of Homestead there must bo 
bloodshed. "Every one knows," .ho 
said, "that thu blow stffuck against tho 
Pinker ton agency by the men of Home- 
stead wus the greatest blow it has over 
received." 


"We'll give them another," shouted 


a workman 


Continuing, tho burgess character- 


ized tho Pinkcrtons as a dirty, nlthy, 
stinking organisation. 
He struck a 


responsive chord in his audience nnd 
cheers followed his scathing utter- 
anccti. 


"Your friends arc about to come," he 


said. In reference to tho militia, "tho 
safest, tho best people that can come. 
We do not want Plnkertons. We want 
tho militia. Pattison wants to defend 
the people, the state, her constitution 
nnd her laws. He is the most noble 
and manly of men. I stand here to say 
that any man who insults tho militia 
shall be takon to tho r'ver and ducked. 
[Laughter.] But I know you won't 
allow things of this sort." 


At thin point a workman moved that 


any man who offered insult to tho mi- 
litia should be ducked in tho river, and 
the motion went 
through with a 


whoop. 


Tho burgess then went on to toll of 


arrangement* for receiving the militia. 
The best plan, ho said, was to got out 
the Homestead band. Applause greeted 
an announcement that tho 'band had al- 
ready volunteered to go. 


Tht bnrgcss directed the president of 


each "workman's lodge to notify the 
members to be ready to form in a body 
and receive the militia when they ar- 
rived. One workman suggested that 
measures be takon to prevent the mili- 
tiamen from committing breaches of 
the peace; but the suggestion received 
scant recognition and was allowed to 
drop. 


Concerning order in the town, the 


burgess said he hod been swearing In 
special policemen all day, and that he 
would issue a proclamation directing 
all strangers to keep away during the 
reception of the militia. 
"We do not 


want from 25,000 U> 40,000 people here 
for w« cannot look out for them," he 
said. "Hold yourselves In readiness to 
form and receive tho military," wore 
the concluding words. 


Mr. O'Donnell called on John M. 


Carter, a newspaper representative, to 
tell -what Gov. Pattison had said to 
him Sunday night about tho people of 
Homestead. Tho governor, said Mr. 
Carter, told him that the people of 
Homestead were the most intelligent 
and honest people in tho state of Penn- 
sylvania. They had not done $25 worth 
of damage to the Carnegie property. 
When he talked with the governor the 
latter told him there was no probabil- 
ity of sending troops to Homestead. "I 
think his reason for doing so," said Mr. 
Carter, "was because he believed the 
Pinker ton 8 were 
mossing, uml he 


wanted to protect the people of Home- 
•tead and not others." 


Frank Maroni, a Hungarian, trans- 


lated to hi« fellow-countrymen 
what 


the burgesa had said, and advised them 
to receive the militia cordially^ 


Ho was followed by Terry Dougherty, 


of Pittsburgh, first deputy of tho first 
divUion of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion, who advised keeping women and 
•hiidron off the streets. 


Dan Harris, of New York, president 


of the Cigar Makers' union, delivered a 
philliptc against the Flnkerton detec- 
tive ayatem. The people of Homestead 
were there to blot it out, he said. Ref- 
erence by htm to Mr. Frick, as the 
"gentleman who stands at the head of 
the Carnegie company," brought forth 
hfefles and cries of "He's no gentle- 
man.*1 Mr. Prick, he said, had sent 
hla hordes of Hessians to Homestead 
and had found out his mistake. Great 
cheering greeted thin statement.

With Frightful Results— Ssveral Men 


Killed in the Fight and Seventy 


Nonunion Men 
Captured— 


The Troops Ordered Out 


WALLACE, Idaho, July 12.— Tho strug- 


gle between tho union minors in OoMir 
d'Alcne and tho mine owners, which 
was patohod up about two months ago, 
broke out again yesterday In the town 
of Gem, and resulted m a savage fight 
between union and nonunion mon at 
thr Frisco and Gem mines, in which MX 
mon were killed, seven woundod, sev- 
enty nonunion men taken prisoners and 
tho Frisco mill blown up. The fight 
lasted several hours. The governor 1ms 
ordered out the militia. The names of 
only three of the killed have been 
learned so far, all being union men. 
They are. 


Carlson, (Jus. 
Cummiritfs, Harry. 
Pattibono, George. 
The other men killed were guards at 


the mino. 


After tho mill was blown up tho r on- 


unlon men hung out a flag of truce ,iml 
hostilities then eoasod and tho seventy 
men surrendered. The men are now 
under guard ut tho minors1 union head- 
quartors at Gem Tho union men have 
rcfiolvod to drive every nonunion man 
out of the district. The women and 
children have boon removed to placos 
of safety. 


Iloth the Gem nnd Prison mines were 


guarded by men behind barricades, 
armed with Winchesters, and as <;ho 
canyon is narrow whore tho minors are 
located, the mon behind the barricades 
could sweep the t- o railroad trucks 
and the country road with their bul- 
lets. The (Jem mine barricade, is within 
300 feet of the center of the town of 
Oem. 


Yesterday morning at 5 o'clock a 


miner from (Jem started for Burke,, and 
when opposite the Frisco mino was 
fired upon. lie ran back to Gom. Hov- 
eral hundred miners in tho meantime 
got around the hills up the canyon 
above the mine, loaded a Union Pacific 
car with 7fi() pounds of giant powder, 
and sent the cvir down tho track toward 
the Frisco mine, and directly in front 
of tho mill. An explosion occurred, 
shattering the mill and making- it a 
complete wreck. 
Tho nonunion men 


then showed tho white flag and sur- 
rendered. They were marched down to 
the minors* union hall and guarded, 
no indignities being often*! them after 
their sun-under. 


While the light was ffolng on at 


Friheo tho (Jem guards suddenly began 
tiring volley after volley into the town 
of 
Oom, riddling 
buildings. John 


Ward, a citizen, was shot through tho 
arm, 
and Gus Carlson, union miner, 


was shot and fell. All attempts to re- 
cover Carlson's body were met with 
volleys from tho Oem breastworks, and 
when the body wus recovered an hour 
afterward Carlson was dead, having 
been shot through tho breast. George 
1'cttibone, union man, was shot through 
the head. 


About H o'clock n truce occurred, and 


tho sheriff, district attorney and dep- 
uty United States marshal1* appeared 
on the scene. Tho train was stopped 
by armed guards at the Gem mine. 
ThoshoriiT took the mail on his shoulder 
and passed on to Gem. Tho guards 
leveled their rifles at him, but dropped 
them when they learned his identity. 


At Gom several hundred men woro 


huddled in the street with nnVs and re- 
volvers. At noon tho Gem mine force 
surrendered to tho union men 


T)-c Fri.sco and Gem wen- the only 


nonunion mines in the cast end of 
Occur d'Alcne.

two months ago matters were straight- 
ened out and the work wont on a.s 
usual, hut sin-e the Carnegie troubles 
began the old <|iu>stirm of wages has 
iM'tm revived by the men and resulted 
in yesterday's bloodshed.
